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GETTYSBURG. 


The Mecca of the S. of P. This Year. 


Gettysburg is located about thirty 
miles south of Harrisburg, fifty miles 
northwest of Baltimore and one hundred 
and thirty miles southwest of Philadel- 
phia, aud is undoubtedly the most inter- 
esting point in the United States for the 
tourist, either soldier or citizen, to visit. 
In almost every portion of our great 
country the traveler can find grand scen- 
ery, majestic mountains, beautiful lakes, 
and beyond deseription, the beautiful 
handiwork of our Creator, in mighty 
ocean, sublime caverns, and impressive 
landscape. ‘There is but one Gelttsburg. 
Here two hundred thousand men met to 
decide, in the words of the lamented 
Lincoln, “That this nation under God 
shall have a new birth of freedom, and 
that the government of the people, by 
the people, and for the peo- 
ple shall not perish from the 
earth.) Here sixty thous- 
and men shed their blood,or 
laid down their lives to make 
the scene of Appomattox 
possible. Here, as ina great 
amphitheatre, met the great 
armies of the north and 
south, and the decissive bat- 
tle of the war was fought. 
One can now stand on the 
parapet, thrown up by the 
lith Corps, on Cemetery 
Hill, the spot where its gal- 
lant defenders, with stones 
from the wall, bravely de- 
fended their guns; at the 
angle where Pickett’s men, 
led by Garnet, Kemper and 
Armistead, went into their 
death ; or on Little Round Top, and look 
across to the Peach Orchard, Wheat Field 
and Devil’s Den, names all, now as fa- 
inous as Waterloo or Maratfion. 

The battlefield is now a National Park 
under control of the United States goy- 
ernment, who have greatly beautified 
the yvrounds, erected four large iron 
towers in various parts of the field for 
observation purposes and are now ma- 
cadamizing the avenues over the entire 
field, when completed there will be over 
one hundred miles of the finest driveway 
in the world. 

Gettysburg is the most elaborately and 
accurately marked battleground in the 
world and can truly claiin tobe the Mon- 
umental Battlefield, as it contains more 
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monuments and memorials than all the 

other battlefields in the world combined. 

More than one thousand markers and 

about five hundred monuments, made 
of granite, bronze and marble, costing 
from $1000 to $125,000 each, and repre- 
senting a total cost of over three million 
dollars can be found on the field. 

The principle objects of interests are 
the National Cemetery occupying seven- 
teen acres adjoining the citizen's ceme- 
tery containing the remains of the Union 
soldiers who fell in the battle, the Nation- 
al Monument and the enormous New 
York State monument, 125 feet high. 
Near the entrance of the National Ceme- 
tery stands the semi-colossal bronze 
statue of General Reynolds, which was 
made from canton donated by the State 
of Pennsylvania. Seminary Ridge the 
scene of the first days fight, the earth- 
works on Cemetery Hill and the long 
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line of monuments on Cemetery Ridge, 
the bullet scarred trees on Culp’s Hill, 
the observatory on the summit of Big 
Round top from which a view of the 2nd 
and 8rd days fight can be had, the beau- 
tiful picnic grounds on Little Round 
Top; the enormous bullet marked bould- 
ers at Devil’s Den, the Whirlpool of 
Death, the Bloody Angle, Peach Orchard, 
ete. The Katalysine Springs, one mile 
west of Gettysburg. near the first days 
fight, have acquired a great reputation 
for their medicinal qualities. It resem- 
bles the celebrated Vichy water and said 
to be a positive cure for gout, rheuma- 
tis, dyspepsia and kidney affections. 
The railroad fare to Gettysburg is very 
cheap as all the eastern railroads sell 
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Summer Excursion tickets to and from 
Gettysburg at exceeding low rates for 
the round trip. Such tickets are good 
to return until Oct. 3st, Rountrip from 
Harrisburg is $2; Baltimore, $3; Phila- 
delphia $6; New York 59.65; Pittsburg 
$11.95. Other places at proportionate 
rates. To find the exact cost ask your 
local agent the cost of a Summer Ex- 
cursion ticket to Gettysburg and return. 

Hotel accommodations are ample and 
very good. The largest and one of the 
finest is the new Hotel Gettysburg, !o- 
cated on Centre Square, in which the 
Sons of Philatelia will hold their fifth 
annual convention on August 4th and 
5th, 1896.

Fred proposed we should see 
what was in there. So we 
went in and found several 
boxes ; on closer examina- 
tion we found that two of 
them contained old letters. 

We were both “taken up” with the 
stamps. I had heard something about 
stamp collecting at school and told Fred. 

When Mr. W ease home we 
were both in the barn vet; as we made 
much ioise he came to see what it was. 
When he came up we told him of our 
discovery and he gave us the stamps and 
told us we must not go up there. 

We obtained old blank books and put 
all the 1 cent stamps on one page, thc 
2 cent on another, etc., postage and rev- 
enues, both. 

We found somewhat over three hun- 
dred stamps including envelope and 
revenues. Fred soon grew weary of 
stamps and gaye his to me. I went on 
tansacking every place for stamps, but 
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all of a sudden stopped and laid my col- 
Jection aside, not seeing it for nearly a 
year. 

Then one winter evening I was reading 
a story paper and secing an advertise- 
ment which read as follows: ‘50 var. 
Foreign stamps including Mexico, Cey- 
lon, Natal, ete. 25c."

Through Musty Papers. 


Soure years ago, when the writer was 
attending college—a period of life during 
which formative impressions are inade 
and are inmost lasting—chance or Provi- 
tleuce, ov frieud Miller (he who answers 
to number 1, though I ain told there are 
now fhree) sent me small printed | 
sheet, folded about three times and in- 
closed in an envelope, in order to insure 
against loss in transit, I] presume. 

Upon the onter front cover was printed 
the title “Tr AMERICAN COLLECTOR.” 
I do not now remember the exact size, 
or contents, of this miniature magazine. 
One characteristic impressed me though, 
aud thal was the aesthetic taste shown 
iu the color af the cover, velfow. 

My first impression was, that it was 
inteuded asa joke, perhaps, or at most 
the rather iugenious display of the thrift- 
iuess of some youngster who would be a 
follower in the footsteps of those much 
talked oof ‘self-made men, whose 
eareers began with the printing press. 
A tet-minute perusal of this baby paper 
impressed me with the fact that its evi- 
dently voulhful editor had energy and 
push, even if he had ne brains, though 
these latter became evideut later. Fur-! 
ther reflection and sume correspondence 
placed me on the roll of membership of 
of the Sons of Vhilatelia. ‘his, in a 
vague way, was the beginning of my in- 
terest in old statips,—" foolishness,’’ as 
my revered teacher in Archeology re-| 
cently stated, though he was careful to 
obtain a complete set of the Columbian 
Issuc, as ** menientoes of the occasion.”* 

But has this to do with '\ Musty Pa- 
pers?’ Nat at all, kind reader, be as- 
sured. It is merely a pleasant digression 
and at the same time a timid approach 
to old things.’ Ourillustrious poet and | 
philatelist, Greene, vou kuow, not in- | 
frequently spins verses out of less pre- 
tentious subjects. No offense meant to 
Mr.G., but we have a feeling akin some- 
what to Dante in his wanderings in 
Hades when he inet Vireil, he evidently 
“felt more at lone.’ 

Possessed of the stamp ‘craze, and 
having looked over letters of unspeak- 
ahle yalue among tle householdarchives,

it accurred to ine that possibly { might 

| make a“ find" in larger and more prom- 
\ising fields. As every collector of any 
pretense to energy has experienced, 
‘finds ’' are uot made every day, nor 
are the rewards of any effort eversuffici- 
ently or adequately realized. In econse- 
quetice many a disappointment was tv 
only recompense, Old stamps were 
kindly ‘seut to me from various places: 
but though “old yet many of them 
possessed no philatelic value. Several 
really good and valuable specimens were 
thus acquired. 1 most cases the inten- 
tions and good will of the senders were 
more to be desired than the stamps or 
their value in money. 

Having exhausted the field of personal 
solicitation, it occurred to me that the 
valuable records in the archives of the 
literary societies might furnish a field 
for original exploration, The suggestion 
was acted upon immediately, and the 
search for the uch prized bits of en- 
graved or printed paper begun. It was 
more tedious and wearisome than was 
originally imagined. Documents and 
correspondence for nearly sixty years 
had accumulated. Much of this material 
was labeled as to character. But large 
packages were marked miscellaneous, 
These might or might not contain a 
“find.” Fora long time no séamps were 
found, vet many interesting documents, 
such as letters from distinguished men 
now long since tdleadl—soine of thei for- 
gotten, too,—were found. Letters from 
presidents, who had been elected honor- 
ary members, United States Senators 
atu others, whose hopes were presiden- 
tialward, and who cied in that hope. 

Gne day, my perseverence lasted fora 
week, coming upon a packet of letters 
dated 1847 L thought that I shonld cer- 
tainly secure fame avd weaféé in that 
package. For the time being T believe 
I should have preferred rather that bun- 
dle than have been the writer of any sin- 
gle lettcr, or have possessed his fame, 
that was in it, though a number of them 
were froin the most distinguished men 
of that period, One can almost believe 
that the raptures of asingle moment may 
compensate for the disappointwents and 
sorrows of a life time! Terhaps I ex- 
press myself too strongly, nevertheless 
this was a supreme toment aid clistinet- 
ly do I reniember it. I wonder if this 
moment comes to all collectors! 4 
touch of sorrow may 
world akin, tloes oan individual 
triumph always or eres excile universal 
sympathy? It is said that the whole 
world loves a lover (which is donbtful},

expectations and hopes. Dark despair 
now veplaced bright hope, yet not en- 
tirely so, for this single specimen was of 
value. It was notin my collection, and 
what collector does not rejoice even in 
filling one space! He does not have the 
genuine fever unless he feels that some 
salisfaction, even if one stamp only is 
the eause, las been the result of his 
efforts. This solitary was a D. 0. Blood 
& Co., City Dispatch, Patd, with the 
double outer circle, now catalogue by 
Scott (55th edition) as L 27, no. 1540. 
The specimen is ‘fine,’ and is on the 
original envelope, or rather folded paper, 
since this was previous to the general 
introduction of the envelope. I still 
possess this stamp. and cherish it as my 
first “find,'* This letter is dated Pastad. 
Pa. 

But it was figuratively heart breaking 
to see letters dated,N. Y., Boston, Phila., 
St. Louis and elsewhere whose stamps 
had been torn off by the hand of ruthless 
vandal, It was evident that they had 
been removed merely for the sake of de- 
stroying them, as numerous pieces were 
found among the letters and even sinall 
fragments were sticking to the originally 
folded paper. There must have been 
several of Barr's Dispatch, as sufficient 
evidence was given of at least two. Fur- 
ther researches disclosed the fact also 
that an experienced hand had been 

jamong the records. Some specimens 
had been carefully removed. It was ev- 
ident, too, that they had been taken off 

_twentyfive or thirty years back, for there 
were some not removed which al that 
tine were common. 

Sometime after this search I had occa- 
lion to go to the library of the other so- 
jciety. At the time (he registrar was re- 

arranging the records and throwing into 
| the waste-hasket superfluous and worth- 
less material, as he thought, and had 
burnt most of it. My companion in 
walking past the coal hed, noticed what 
he thought a stamp upen an old piece of 
|paper. It proved to be a Penny Post, 
(Scotts 55th} No. 290 A YM. Inquiry 
revealed the fact that he had seena doz- 
/enor more of thein—every one of them 
| burt by this young man, blissfully igno- 
raut of Uieir value. Other valuable gen- 
eral issues were said to have been de 
strovyedl, As these societies carried on a 
large general and official correspondence 
there must have been a great number 
now rare and valuable stamps in these 
archives. What a loss to the societies 
‘and to the philatelic world in general | 
/Tf collecting small hits of engraved 
printed paper is a ‘crazy fad,’' as some 
would have it, then it seems to me thas 
these utilitarian eriers of our times are 
acting seuselessly in not at least acquir- 
ing the knowledge of their waréeé value 
if they can’t appreciate their philatelic 
worth. And this ig where the critics 
blunder. They cannot mark the distine- 
lion between collecting for pleasuradie 
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profé, and for money profit. They can- 
not see the difference unless it is shown 
in their bank aceounl. 

The Professor whom [ live quoted in 
the fore part of this arlicle as coliecting 
““mementoes of the occasion,” finally 
confessed it as “ wonderful’ when 
shown the list price of his Columbian 
Issue. It actually increased his interest 
in them. And this brings to my uiind | 
the question, why do people collect 
stamips? The auswer to this question is 
the same as the answer to the questions, 
why do people collect china, eld armour, 
old books, pottery, coins, etc? Surely 
not for their intrinsic value, since these 
bits of material are relatively of little 
value. But I think and believe that the 
idea of collecting antiquated and curious 
things lies deep in the nature of man. 
Man loves adornment. It is an innate 
principle. Likewise is it in Lhe consti- 
tution of mai to worship, adore and revy- 
erence adiety. He may kneel he- 
fore the heantiful or it may be, the 
ugly. Man was thus originally, and 
he has not wholly transcended and 
climited this idea from his constitn- 
tion. Thus by the association of 
these ideas—of the infinite with the 
finite—he caimes to place a degree of 
value upon the intrinsically vaiuc- 
less. 

Deity is bevond value; we cannot 
apply searcity or fulness, speaking 
materially. to the term. Al} other 
things are relatively plentiful or not, 
and just in the degree in 
which they are, so in like degree do 
they become objects of interest, and 
may be of commercial value, It is 
the association of the idea of infinite 
value with that of relative value, 
which make a bit of paper be esti- 
mated beyond its intrinsic value. 
This is my opinion of the idea in 
collecting. 

Ihave more than taken allotted 
space. ‘' Musty Papers " have been 
almost forgolten. Let us have some 
more opinions on this subjeet, which is 
to my mind of more importance than the 
mere differentia of color Lo a minute de- 
gree which may determine whethera 
stamp shall be catalogued at one cent or 
six dollars.

Bermuda Offical Stamps.

I noticed in PAietef7e for April Ith 
that Bermuda had issued an official 
stamp for the use of the general in com- 
mand of the English forces to frank of- 
ficial letters, being placed on the enve- 
lope the same as an ordinary postage 
stamp. The stamps were said to come 
in sheets and have the words * Gn Off. 
cial Service '’ printed ou each stamp.

nuda stamps I wrote to Mr. V. 0. Brown, 
who isa member of the Sons of Phila- 
telia and postmaster of the cilv of St. 


Georges, Bermuda, requesting him to 
seid me specimens and give me all the 
data about them possible.

DEAR SIR: 

Your letter to me has been forwarded 
to England where I am spending a few 
months. 

Re the new slamps, your information 
is news to nie as no such stamps were 
ever issued or to ny knowledge would | 
be issued, The present custom is that a | 
regular soldier or seaman has the privi-| 
lege of sending his letters to Enyland 
for one penny, providing his command- 
ing officer writes his naine or initials in 
the bottom left hand corner, This priv- 
ilege is admitted from any of the British 
Colonies. 1 will write hone concerning 
the matter and will give you any further 
information I can obtain. 

Rermuda sadly needs five pence and 
two shilling three pence stamps and I 
shall advocate for them strenuously on 
iby return home.
